‘CHAPTER XV. 
HAD a shooting estate about 20 miles from 
Berlin, one that I-could reach by automobile 
in 45 minutes from the door of the embassy. 
Because of the strict German game laws I had 
better shooting there than within 200 miles of 
large cities in America/ i 

There seemed to be something to shoot there 
almost every day'of the year. On May 16 the 
season opened for male roe—a very small deer. 
About Aug. 1 the ducks, which breed in Northern 
Germany, can be shot. These were mallards, and 
there were about 2000 or more on a lake on my ) 
preserve. We usually shot them by digging blinds 
in the oat fields, shooting them after sunset as 
they flew from the lake to feed fm the newly 
harvested grain. The season for Hungarian part- 
ridge opened on Aug. 20. These were shot over 
dogs in the stubble and in the potato fields. 
After a few weeks partridges became very wild 
and we’then shot them with a kite. When we 
had put up a covey out of range and marked 
where they went down in a-potato patch or field, 
perhaps of lucern or clover, a small boy would 
fly a kite made in the form of a hawk over 
the field. This kept the partridges from flying, 
and they would lie while ite dogs pointed until 
we put them up. 

By Oct. 1 pheasants could be shot; English 
pheasants become wild. . These roosted in the 
trees at night and so escaped the plentiful foxes. 
Later on came shooting at long ranges, after they 
had collected in bands, of the female roe deer 
and also the hare shooting. Rabbits were shot 
at all times, and in November and December and 
January on foggy days it was not difficult to get

or little huts of twigs erected near. places where 
the ground .was. beaten hard, and on these open, 
beaten spots early in the morning the “birk- 
hahns” waltz, doing a peculiar backward and 
forward dance in some way connected with their 
marriage ceremonies. There were also on this 
estate numbers at times of a curious bird found 
only in Spain, Rumania, Asia Minor and these 
plains of the Mark of Brandenburg, a large bus- 
tard called by the Germans “trappe.” These birds 
were very shy and hard to approach. Although 
I had several shots at them with a rifle at four 
or five hundred yards, I did not succeed in. get- 
ting one. 

In talking with the Chancellor he almost al- 


} ways opened the conversation by asking if I had 


yet killed a “trappe.” As a rule the German uses 
for shooting deer and roebuck a German Mauser 
military rifle, but with the barrel cut down and 
sporting stock with pistol grip added. On this 
there is a powerful telescope. Many Germans 
carry a “ziel-stock,” a long walking stick, from 
the bottom of which is a tripod can be protruded 
and near the top a sort of handle piece of metal 
about as big as a little finger. When the.German 
sportsman has sighted a roebuck he plants his 
aiming stick in the ground, rests the rifle on the 
side protection, carefully adjusts his telescope, sets 
the hair’ trigger on his rifle and finally touches 
the trigger. ey 

At the commencement of the war the Duke of 
Raitbor collected all the sporting rifles with tele- 
scopes and sent them to the front. These were 
of the same caliber as the military rifles,and took 
the military cartridge, so they proved enormously 
useful for sniping purposes.

begin to get considerable food supplies from Rus- 
sia’ and be relieved of-her. greatest danger, that 
of famine. Finally, there has been a real resto- 
ratian of German morale and at least a tempo- 
rary hardening of German purpose to derive 
profit from the west in the shape of indemnities 
and a perpetuation of German control in Bel- 
gium. ‘All these are solid facts, and all of them 
serious things for the Western Allies.

A Romanoff thus ted would owe his throne 
to a German interference, he would at once be an 
object of hatred by the mass @f the nation who 
had adopted revolutionary doctrines and by that 
other and only less important element which 
would oppose the complete domination of all 
Russian policy by German influence. It would 
require.German armies and German efforts, con- 
stantly exerted, to maintain such a dynasty 
and it would always be threatened“by overthrow 
either by the. democratic or revolutionary ele- 
ments, by the nationalistic party or by a fusion 
of both.

The fall of Russia deprived the 
western nations of a great ally but 
they gained the United States, and 
we shall at no distant date vrove a 
useful substitute.

“Remember, "I am a Spaniard 
first, a Spanish soldier next, and a 
King’’—or a pro-this or anti-that— 
‘‘afterwards.”’ 

His first anxiety is to do wisely 
and rightly for Spain; how to do it 
and wherein wisdom consists is 
naturally not always clear . The 
army is what he knows best in 
Spain. Military science has been 
his special study, and in his role 
of soldier he takes himself very 
seriously indeed. But the millions 
in his country are necessarily cut 
off from him personally; between 
their lives and his life, their diffi- 
culties and his difficulties, is inter- 
posed a peculiar system of Govern- 
ment, over which, in fact, neither 
they nor he have much actual con- 
trol; although I like to think that 
the crowds of poor people who loaf 
all day in the sun in the very sha- 
dow of the palace walls, who bring 
their meals there and play their 
games there, symbolize an intimacy 
that exists in the heart, even if it 
finds no other outward expression. 

Don Alfonso has this attribute of 
kingship; that in more than one 
respect he is in advance of his peo- 
ple. In this attitude towards sport, 
for example he comes nearer to the 
English ideal than possibly any 
other Spaniard. He has little use for 
the kind of sport that consists in 
looking on at bull-fights and bet- 
ting on pelota matches. He loves 
the active role. In palo his is a 
courageous, dashing, hard-riding, 
and rather rough game, variegated 
by a streak of stunt shots. In polo, 
as in motor-driving, it ig the dan- 
ger and the pace that he loves. He 
fs one of the best partridge shots 
living and an implacable killer. 
Here also it is peace that he 
loves and the danger—in this case 
to:the partridge. 

Believes Idle Rich a Menace. 

I once said.to him that the real 
danger to a King in his position lay 
not in the poor people who had 
not enough to eat, not in the strik- 
ers against economic injustice, 
but in the idle young men of the 
ipper classes who do nothing, sacri- 
fice nothing, create nothing for the 
good of their country. 

“I quite agree with you,” he said 
and proved it by telling me of some 
of his schemes for training and 
inducing this idle class to take some 
real part in the work of the country. 
His influence on them can only be 
for good; but it is an appalling task 
even for a King to undertake almost 
single-handed—the reformation of 
a whole class. But here also, wheth- 
er’: he succeeds or not, it will not 
be for lack of courageous effort. 

Of course, we talked of the war; 
but here he asked questions more 
than expressed opinions, and I can 
honestly say that on no occasion 
did hé say anything as to where his 
private sympathies lay. But I am 
entitled: to my own opinion, and it 
was of a nature to make me like, 
and not dislike, telling him about the 
war as I have seen it by sea and 
land. 

. His courage is perhaps the noblest 
and the most conspicuous thing 
about’ King Alfonso. It is courage 
of the very finest temper.

So this is the task and the spirit 
of one of the Government’s greatest 
bureaus, the Treasury Department’: 

Con- 
gressional criticism of delays in the 
distribution of allotment and allow- 
ance have been met with assurance 
that superlative promptness, impos- 
sible in the past because of the dis- 
order following the sudden creation 
of a new system to supplant the old 
pension plan, will be displayed in the 
future.

In the meanwhile this is the way 
the human machine works: 

Experts in office management 
have devised special schemes of of- 
fice routine. More than 2000 young 
men and girls can not be managed 
efficiently by haphazard methods. 
Regular recreation periods in the 
middle of the morning and afternoon 
are provided. There is a piano and 
& graphophone, afd the girls may 
dance during the short recess. The 
managers say that they do 30 per 
cent better work as a result. Ther#® 
is a lunchroom, operated at cost. 
The bureau has a supervising ma- 
tron, who advises the girl employes,: 
most of whom have come to Wash- 
ington recently for war-time employ- 
ment on patriotic grounds. She 
helps them obtain lodging rooms and 
in other ways. 

Speedy typists are carefully chos- 
en from the throng, and arranged at 
the long work desks in the center 
of a group of slower workers. This 
arrangement promotes group speed, 
and better office morale, the effi- 
ciency men in charge declare. Blonde 
girls are assigned to places between 
brunettes, for the bureau manage- 
ment believes blondes are of more 
nervous temperament, and the bru- 
nettes provide a steadying influence.

Not personality, 
not training, but length of patro- 
nymic names is the determining fac- 
tor. Men with short names work 
at the signing machines, for- more 
short names can be signed daily 
than long names. This is the rea- 
son the jobs are held by EB. Hibbs. 
D. Mills,.J. L. Betz, G. A. Ball and 
M. Cox. 


Yet with all the efficiency meth- 
ods of this big office, it must short- 
ly go into the discard before the au- 
tomatic check writing machines, now 
being perfected by M. E. Bailey, the 
ehief disbursing clerk. These ma- 
chines, by a single operation, will 
stamp the check with the names of 
the payee, the amount, the address, 
the name of the soldier, his organiza- 
tion sign and the serial number of 
the chéck. 

In addition to this disbursement 
work, the bureau's Life insurance 
business includes the receipt and 
classification of 40,000 applications 
daily from men in camps, for an 
aggregate of $300,000,000 of insur- 
ance. The total number of applica- 
tions received up to the present is

WASHINGTON, March 9 (By A. 
P.).—The. War Department has es- 
tablished a woman police force. 

It is declared that thousands of 
young women have gone to the vi- 
cinity of the military camps. To see 
that these girls are protected from 
the department’s Commis- 


appointed 55 women Deputy Sher- 
iffs to do scouting and patrol work. 
In all parts of the country the women 
are on duty under the supervision of 
especially established Girls’ Protec- 
tive Bureaus. 

Girls actually resident in the vi- 


'cinity of the camps /are protected.

GERMANS CONCEAL AIR LOSSES 


PARIS, March 9 (By A. P.),— 
Germans are trying to conceal their 
airplane losses and augment those of 
the Etente Allies, according to 
French officials. Their communique 
on the subject said that “in Decem- 
ber the enemy aerial forces have lost 
119 airplanes and nine captive bal- 
loons. We have lost in aerial combat 
82 airplanes and two captive bal- 
loons.” 

French authorities report that in 
December the English brought down 
65 German machines and the French 
41, making a total of 106, instead of 
§2 admitted by the Germans. The 
French claim of enemy machines 
does not include 35 German ma- 
chifttles which were seen to fall. but 
the loss of which has not been offi- 
cially confirmed. The combined 
British and French aerial losses dur- 
ing December were 43 machines, in- 
stead of 128 claimed by Germany. Of 
these the British lost 32 and the 
French 11, RES:

Goal Is $100,000,000, Same as 
That Set in Drive of Last 
June. 


MANAGER iS NAMED 


John L. Johnston Designated 
by President to Supervise 
Work of District. 


The American Red Cross has spent 
nearly all of the $100,009,000 collect- | 
ed last June and preparations are 
under way for a second campaign to 
raise a similar fund for war work. 
The War Council announced yester- 
day that the date for the campaign, 
originally set for the first week in 
May, has been postponed for two 
weeks and the drive will begin May 
20. This action was taken to avoid 
intereference with the forthcoming 
Liberty Loan. 

John L. Johnston, president of the 
German Savings Institution, soon to 
become known as thé Liberty Bank 
of St. Louis, has been chosen by 
Presidént Wilson as manager of the 
campaign. He already has ~taken 
offices at 1906 Railway Exchange 
Building. Joseph Dickson, an at- | 
terney, will act as executive secre- | 
tary for the campaign. 

The selection of Johnston as man- | 
ager of the campaign was made be- | 
cause of his record in the Christmas, 
membership campaign, which result- 
ed in adding 22,000,000 members to | 
the Red Cross. In this campaign | 
theh Southwestern division, com-| 
prising Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas, led all divi- | 
sions. After the campaign closed 
another was started’ for enrolling | 
the school children of the country | 
in the Junior Red Cross, and the re- | 
sult is that nearly 40,000,000 new 
members have been put on the rolls | 
of the organization. Before the 
Junior Red Cross campaign ends, it | 
is expected that virtually every pu- | 
pil in the public and private schools | 
of the country will have joined the | 
Red Cross. | 
Successful Campaign Looked For. 

“We confidently expect that the 
campaign on which we are starting 
will be more successful than the 
campaign of a year ago,’’ Johnson 
said. ‘“‘Last June when the other 


drive was made the War Council had 
been appointed only a few weeks 
and the organization was in an em- 
bryonic state. But in spite of this 
$105,099,257 was raised. The Red | 
Cross refunded ‘$17,006,121 to com- | 
nrunities for local relief work. Of | 
the balance, $77,721,900 has been 
appropriated, more than $30,000,000 
being sent to France. A 
‘‘Fhis leaves a balance of $106,371.,- 
000 available, which will not last long 
with work being’ done on the vast 
scale wé are conducting at present. 
There will be little need to explain | 
hereafter just what the Red Cross is 
doing, for the people understand 


The Red Cross 
provides layettes for unborn babies 
that may never see their soldier 
fathers and it also cares for the bod- 
ies of those who may sacrifice their 
lives for their country and for civi- 
lization. From the cradle to the 
grave there is no form of relief that 
the Red Cross does not extend, no 
suffering that it does not alleviate:

FIGURED IN REFINANCING 


Valley Park Concern Sold for 
$275,000 to Promoters Who 
Fixed Capital at $5,500,000. 


Information about the inventory 
‘of the Missouri Plate Glass Co. plant 
at Valley Park, made by C. E. Smith, 
consulting engineer of the city of St. | 
Louis, under which the concern was | 
“refinanced” for $5,500,000 on an| 
investment of $15,000 by the promot- 
ers, with heavy losses to investors 
when the bubble burst, was disclosed 
when Smith was questioned in bank- 
ruptcy proceedings before Referee | 
Coles Friday. 

Smith valued the plant and land at! 
$1,620,775, in November, 1916. In 
an inventory made in November, 
1917, by John S. Carter, a real estate | 
McDonald, a machinery 
Clarence Condie, vice}

die-Bray Glass Co., the valuation of) 
the plant and land was fixed at 
$283,537.01. 

Smith, as is known, also made an | 
inventory of the United Railways) 
Co., giving it the $60,000,000 valua- 
tion which was incorporated in the 
“compromiise’’ ordinance. This was'! 
criticised as too high. Smith, in an | 
analysis of the method by which he} 
arrived at that valuation, which he) 
prepared for publication, said: ‘‘Quite 
recently the. plate glass company at 
Valley Park was sold, refinanced and. 
placed in operation under an inven- 
tory and appraisal made by me in. 
four days’ time. The valuations | 
thus arrived at by experienced en- 


expert, and 


| gineers are fully as accurate as those | 
' Valley 
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resulting from a long, careful in- 
ventory, which would account for) 
every spike, every tie, every bolt, 
every wire and every other piece of 
property owned by the company.” 
Explains His Valuation Process. 


[In explaining to the Board of Pub- | 
lic Service, several weeks ago, the 
process by which he had reached a 
valuation of the United Railways | 
properties for the purposes of the so-| 
called ‘“‘compromise”’ ordinance, 
Smith said: 

“At first I found a value of $70,- 
000,000, but I reduced this to $60,- 
000,000 when city officials informed 
me that President McCulloch had 

said the company could be reorgan- 
ized on that babis. 

“IT want to state on my reputation 
as an engineer,’”’ Smith continued, 
“that the United Railways properties 
could not be duplicated today for 
less than $150,000,000.” 

Smith prefaced his statement 
about reducing the valution from 
$70,000,000 to $60,000,000 by a re- 
quest that “the newspapers do not 
publish what I am to say on this 
point.”” An account of Smith’s ap- 
pearance before the Board of Public 
Service and his statement on the 
subject of his two valuations was 
published in the Post-Dispatch the 
same day. 

When James E. Allison, then vice 
chairman of the St. Louis Public 
Service Commission, made an in- 
ventory of the United Railways in 
1911 he valued it at $37,000,000. 

In the refinancing of the plate 
glass company, which was sold to the 
promoters for $275,000 after they 
had incorporated for $1,500,000. aft- 
erward increased to $5,500,000, the 
plan was to give the company’s notes 
for $225,000 and raise money by 
selling other notes to the amount of 
$250,000, through Livingston & Co. 
of Cleveland, O. In that firm’s cam- 
paign for the sale of the notes, $207,- 
900 worth of which were sold to 
small banks in Ohio, Indiana, Penn- 
Sylvania and Michigan, literature 
was issued in which this statement 
was made: 

“The security back of this note is- 
sue isa deed of trust on the Missouri 
Plate Glass Co. at Valley Park, Mo. 
The land (about 19 acres), building, 
machinery, etc., was appraised by 
C. E. Smith, consulting engineer of 
St. Louis, who is considered one of 
the best appraisers in that city, at 
$1,673,427.60.” 

Basis of His Estimate. 

Smith’s inventory of the glass 
plant and property, as explained by 
him under questioning of Attorney 
Thomas G. Rutledge and Joseph A. 
Wright, was on the basis of the 
original cost and the value at the 
time of the appraisal, taking into 
account appreciation in the value of 
the land and depreciation in the 
value of the plant. The plant, when 
the appraisal was made, he testified. 
was idle, but he was informed that 
there were plans for reopening it. 

Asked if he valued it as a going 
concern, Smith said his valuation 

was on the basis of what the facilities 


placed in operation. He consulted 
the books for such original costs as 
were available and made estimates 
where there were no records to con- 
sult. He estimated the original value 
of the land at $125 an acre and the 
present value, with 250,000 cubic 
yards of filling, at $3300 an acre. 
He estimated the original value of 
the plant and land at $1,954,451 and 
the value at time of the inventory 
at $1,620,775. His estimate of the 
cost of repldcing such a plant at 
prices prevailing in November, 1916, 
was $1,609,065. e 

In his appraisal], Smith said, he did 
not consider it as a dead plant nor 
as an active, going concern, but as 
an idle plant with potential going 
capacity. If it had been a going 
concern he thought he would have 
made his estimates on the same 
basis..

Took in Cost of Filling Land. 

Referee Coles asked Him if he did 
not know that industrial sites around 
Valley Park could be bought for } 
much less than $3300 an acre. Smith 
answered that his valuation of the 
land was not based on the value of 
contiguous land, but upon the fact 
that to the original cost had been 
added the filling cost, which brought 
the total cost to the figure he gave. 
tt was not for him, he said, to say, 
whether the expenditure for filling 
the land was wise. 

“Tf I were asked to invest in the 
enterprise,”” he said, “I would in- 
quire whether the plant could be 
operated profitably on land built up 
at such a cost, but I was not asked 
to go into that. I was merely asked 
to estimate the original cost and the 
value at the time of making the ap- 


of the building up of the land.” 

He did not take into considera- 
tion, he said, that it was flood land, 
because that was not a serious fig- 
ure. There had been two floods, 
close together, that put the plant 
out of operation, he knew, but the 
losses resulting were no considerable 
when charged against the 50 or 60 
years in which there had been no 
such floods. 

Smith declared ‘that he did not 
give the promoters permission § to 
him in their literature, and 
had never seen a circular issued by 
them until it was shown him at the 
bankruptcy hearing. 

The fact that the plant had been 
75,000 would not prove, 
he said, that his estimate was four 
or five times too high, because, al- 
though the value that he fixe® was 
there, the former owners might have 
become so disgusted with it as an 
operating proposition that they 
would have 06 willing to throw it 
away.

SAINT LEWIS? OLD 
QUESTION REVIVED 


Chamber of Commerce An- 
nounces Plan for ‘“Standard- 
ized Form’? of Pronunciation. 


Saint Looie or Saint Lewis? 

Shall the ‘s” in the old French 
King's name be sounded, as in “‘sas- 
safras,”’ or be silent, as in ‘debris?’ 

The Chamber of Commerce an- 
nounced yesterday that it would re- 
open the question of the pronuncia- 
tion of the city’s name, which was 
supposed to have been settled at the 
time of the Pageant and Masque, 
nearly four years ago. 

In the Pageant and Masque, which 
was a civic celebratron of the one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the city’s founding, “Saint Loote”’ 
was adopted as the official pronun- 
ciation, and all actors and singers 
who had to speak or sing the city’s 
name were warned not to sound the 
final ‘s” in “Louis.’’ 

General publicity was gfven to this 
fact at'the time. And after the Pag- 
eant and Masque most of the people 
of the city, including the Pageant 
actors, went right on saying ‘Saint 
Lewis,” just as they had always been 
accustomed to do. 


merce say they have had a number 
of inquiries from other parts of the 
United States as to this matter of 
pronunciation. In seeking an au- 
thority for a reply, the Chamber 
questioned former Judge Walter B. 
Douglas, president of the Missouri 
State Historical Society, and Arthur 
E. Bostwick, librarian of the Public

Judge Douglas safd he preferred 
“Saint Looie,”’” and that the people 
of old families here follow that style, 
some of them also making the. ‘'t’” 
at the end of “Saint” silent. ‘‘More 
recent inhabitants, especially if they 
come from the North, sound every 
letter,” he said. ‘I think it is so 
taught in the public schools, where 
the idea ts standardization and ster- 


ie wniformity.” : 

Librarian Bostwick said that, 
while some persons of old families 
followed the style preferred ‘by Judge 
Douglas, “the enormous majority of 
St. Louisans pronounce ‘the ‘s.’ A 
newcomer who does not so. lays him- 
self open to the charge either of ig- 
norance or of pretending that he is 
one of the oldest inhabitants. .He is 
obliged, therefore, to pronounce the 
‘s’ in self-defense.”’ 

Anyway, it-is announced that ;‘The 
Chamber of Commerce is planning to 
create a standardized form.’

The big «British battleship went 
through a few training maneuvers 
yesterday and will repeat them to- 
day. In his workout Cowler caused 
a number of onlookers to wonder 
how in the world men like Frank 
Moran, Jack Dillon and Kid Norfolk 
ever reached a vital point with a 
knockout punch. 

Cowler, although not quite as tall, 
is physically as formidable a man as 
Fulton. He weighs 215 pounds, and 
if there is any surplus in his com- 
missary department, it certainly was 
not appanent in his street clothing. 
He rises to an altitude of 6 feet 3% 
inches above sea level, according to 
his own statement. He is symmet- 
rically built, agile and alert in 
movement, is said to be an extreme- 
ly shifty and aggressive boxer 
against competent opponents, and 
has a jaw as massive as Gibraltar.

Strange to say, Cowler is by some 
credited with owning a “glass jaw,” 
like Jim Coffey.

NE of the most singular instances of 
heroism which has come to light in 
any of the belligerent countries is that 
of Enrico Toti, Italy’s one-legged pal- 
adin, who, notwithstanding his dis- 
ability and the opposition of the mili- 
tary authorities, forced his way into 

the front-line trenches and died, fighting furiously 

against the enemy, on the Carso front. 

Recently freshly cut slabs of marble have been set 
up at the corners of a short street in the industrial 
“Via Enrico 
Toti’—Enrico Toti street. A distinguished Italian 
Cabinet Minister has remarked: “If the life of Toti 
would not have caused them to make a saint of him 
in the Italy of a few hundred years ago, certainly 
his death would have done so.” 

Toti was a Roman by birth, and as a boy was noted 
for his strength. He could outrun, out-wrestle and 
out-fight any of his comrades, and began to win races 
at cycling and swimming from the time he was old 
enough to take part in them. At his home is pre- 
served a case full of medals won at these sports. 

His temper was adventurous, and his romantic im- 
petuosity led him into many a strange undertaking. As 
a youth he read that the natives of Terra del Fuego, 
at the southernmost point of South America, were 
doomed to spend their lives paddling canoes because 
they had never learned to build houses on land. 
promptly bought a hammer, collected all the nails he 
could find and ran away to Naples, with the intention 
of stowing away on a steamer bound for Terra del 
Fuego and teaching the savages how to improve their 
lot by building houses. | 

But he found no boat going in the desired direction, 
and after a few weeks of waiting hit upon the idea 
of enlisting in the navy on the chance that he might 
get service on a warship going te south America. 
What really resulted was two years’ montonous service 
on a gunboat that never left the Adriatic. 

After his discharge from the navy he took up me- 
chanics and became an expert electrician and machin- 
ist. While deing some special wiring for the Milan 
Exposition, he received a shock from a naked trans- 
mission cable which flung him off a scaffold 30 feet 
high.

the speed of the vehicle, while by slanting it upwards 
it could be made to exert a lift which would actually 
take the bicycle clear of the ground for several yards. 


Another invention was an automatic blinder for 
baiky horses, which permitted the animals to see all 
that was happening as long as they behaved, but which, 
if they reared, cut off their sight, and usually quieted 
them at once.
